Montreal, Quebec, January 15, 1979 -- Concordia University's 
new colleges, schools, institutes and centres will be explained to CEGEP 
students when members of Concordia’s Liaison Office and representatives 


of the six "smaller units" visit the College campus.

The "smaller units", which form Division IV of the Faculty 
of Arts and Science, were created to overcome depersonalization in the 
University's largest faculty, to prevent undergraduate overspecialization 


and to interest more students in an Arts/Science education. 


Each unit groups faculty and students who share a common 
philosophy of education. The units are small, 200 to 450 students, allowing 


a close relationship between students and instructors. 
Six "colleges" will be in operation by September 1979. 


The Simone de Beauvoir Institute, located on both Concordia 
campuses, has as its objective the promotion of an understanding of the 
historical and contemporary role of women in society. Open to women and men, 
the Institute combines an academic base in Women's Studies with a supportive 
environment which helps members to discover and develop their personal, social 


and intellectual potential. Professor Mair Verthuy is Principal of the Institute. 
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Located on the Sir George Williams campus, the School of 
Community and Public Affairs prepares students for positions in the 
public service - municipal, provincial, national or international - or 
for positions as public affairs specialists in the private sector. The 
School also prepares students who wish to pursue graduate work in 
public affairs or administration. Principal of the School is Dr. Blair 


Williams. 


Lonergan University College, named after former Loyola 
student and professor Dr. Bernard Lonergan, attempts to contribute - 
to the personal growth that is an important part of university life. 


The College is directly concerned with human aspirations and ultimate 
values. It asks questions at the centre of humanity, questions about 


meaning, about soul, about the spiritual, about God. The College, located 


on the Loyola campus, has Dr. Sean McEvenue as its Principal. 


The Sir George Williams based Liberal Arts College provides 
students with a broad, demanding educational foundation in the liberal arts. 
Its curriculum is an alternative for students dissatisfied with premature 
specialization and fragmentation of knowledge and its core courses and 
seminars aim at the development of an informed, critical consciousness. 
Professor Fred Krantz is Principal of Liberal Arts College. 

The Centre for Mature Students, with quarters on both campuses, 
has as its objective the development of services for students returning to 


formal studies after an absence of many years. 


The Centre for Interdisciplinary Studies, although not a new 
unit, has been grouped with the new "colleges" in Division IV of the Arts and 
Science Faculty. The Centre allows students to follow programs which cross 
departmental lines. 

Two additional "colleges" are planned for September 1980, the 


Institute for Co-operative Education and the Science College.
